Divers and B rit­ 
ish and American sailors were out in 
search for more bodies of their forty- 
three com rades who perished when 
the ship fell flaming yesterday after­ 
noon. 
Great throngs gathered to vratoh the 
rescuers who were 
in 
considerable 
danger as they struggled against mud 
and cu rren t to explore the shattered 
half of the great dirigible. 
A request that the United States 
battleship Utah come here to take 
home the bodies of the sixteen Ameri­ 
can officers and men who lost their 
lives was made 
this 
afternoon 
by 
American navy offic ials who are con­ 
ducting an official probe into the dis 
aster—the greatest in the history of 
the air. 
It was learned this afternoon that 
many of the forty-three aboard were 
blown to pieces by the explosion or 
burned to death. Some were asleep in 
their bunks when the accident occur­ 
red. 
The official inquiry has established 
the fact that Commander Wann steer 
eel his ship away from the c ity of Hull 
and over the river when he first felt 
the cracking of girders to nvert a 
disaster which would) have been even 
more terrible.

By CLYDE A. BEALS, 
iUnited Press Staff Correspondent t 
London, Aug. 25,— The most liberal 
publicity, but not full of verbatim re- 
porta, is the recommendation made 
for the forthcoming Washington con­ 
ference by Lord Riddell, vice-presi­ 
dent ot the Newspaper Proprietors’ 
Vssociation of Great Britain ani one 
>f the lies!-known English journalists. 
in an interview with the Gaited Press. 
I.ord Riddell was the British official 
press agent at the Paris Peace Con­ 
ference and since then he has given 
out to hot Ii British and American cor­ 
respondents, whose confidence he en­ 
joys, the news of virtually every In­ 
ternational conference in which Eng­ 
land has been engaged. 


The most beneficial way In which 
the news of the disarmament confer- 
em e could Im* made public, Lord Gui­ 
don believes, is through three chan­ 
nels:

Third, when circumstances permit, 
ther* should he cither a verbatim re- 
port cl the proceedings or a fit 11 of­ 
ficial resume.
